6. (original) The closure tape tab according to claim 5, wherein said anti-adhesive means 
extends in said space along said first major surface at least as far as the release tape extends

10. (currently amended) A closure tape tab for an absorbent article^ particiilarly for a 
disposable diaper, for fastening of the article on the body of a person, comprising a 
proximal end portion and a distal end portion being connected by an inner tab portion, said 
inner tab portion having a first major surface and an opposite second major surface, 
wherein said proximal end portion is connected to said inner tab portion at said second 
major surface thereof such that said proximal end portion extends over at least a substantial 
portion of said inner tab portion, and said distal end portion is connected to said inner tab 
pordion at sdd first major surface thereof smh that at least a portion thereof remains 
exposed, and wherein an anti-adhesive means is provided at at least i| a part of said 
exposed portion of the first major surface of the inner tab portion. 

11. (originah fhe closure tape tab according to claim 10, wherein said anti-adhesive means 
extends over substantially the entire length of said exposed portion of said inner tab 
ponion.

14. (original) The closure tape tab according to claim 1, wherein said imier tab jxirtiou 
comprises an elastic, an elastic/nonwoven composite, or soft nonwoven composites. 
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1 5, (original) The closure tape tab according to claim 1, whereia said proximal and distal end 
portions aiid/or said proxitnal and distal end portions mi said intermediate part are 
comprised of a nonwoven material. 

16, (original) The closure tape tab according to claim 1, wherein an adhesive andJor a 
mecbatiical fastener component and/or a fmgeriift are provided on the distal end portion. 

n. (original) The closure tape tab according to claim 10> wherein the anti-adhesive means is 
provided integrally v^ltli said distal esid portion and is removable from tlie closure tape tab 
so as to expose the fir^ major surface of said inner tab portion, 

18- (original) The closure tape tab according to claim 17, wherein a line of weakness is 
provided between the distal ead of the anti-adhesive means and the proximal end of said 
distal end portion. 

\9. (original) Prelaminatctj closure tape, preterably in a stable roll, from which closure tape 
tabs according to claim 1 can be cut, 

20. (original) The closure tape according to claim 1 9 in a roll, wherein said roll is level wound. 

21. (currently amended) A method of manufacturing a closure tape from which closure tape 
tabs fur an absorbent article, particularly for a disposable diaper, can be cut, said closure 
uipc tabs being for fastening of the article on the body of a person, the method comprising 

the steps oi': 

pro^'iding a first tape section forming a proximal end portion and a second tape 
section fonnitjg a distal end portion of said closure tape tab; 

cujmecting said first and second tape sections by means, of an mnQv tab portion, 
said inner tab portion having a first major surface and an opposite second major surface, 
wherein said proximal arid distal end portions are connected to said inner tab portion at 
said first major surface thereof such that opposing ends of said pro,\imal and distal end 
portions are spaced from each other; and 

providing an anli-adhesive means at at least at a part of said fn-st major surlace of 
said inner tab portion in said space. 

22. (original) A method of fnarujfactimng a closure tape from which closure tape tabs tor an 
absorbent article, particularly for a disposable diaper, can be cut, said closuie tape tabs 
being for fastening of the article on the body of a person, the metltod comprising the steps 
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providing a continuous tape having at least a first tape sectioa forming a proximal 
end portion and a second tape section forming a distal end portiofl of said closure tape tab; 

connecting to said first and second tape sections an inner tab portion, said inner 
tab portion having a first major surface and an opposite second major surface, wherein said 
proximal and distal end portions are connected to said inner tab portion at said first major 
surface thereof, wherein said continuous tape provides an; anti-atSbestve means for said 
inner tab portion and is |arovtded with at least one line of weakness in the area of the inner 
tab portion, 

23. (original) The method of claim 22 coroprisirig two iiiies of weakness, wherein a first hae of 
weakness is pro\ided between said pt\>\inKit ciid pon'uju and an intermediate pai1 and a 
second line of weakness is provided between said diutai end portion and said intermediate 
part. 

24. (currently amended) A method of manufacturing a closure tape from which closure tape 
tabs ftxr an absorbent article, particularly for a disposable diaper, can be cut, said closure 
tape tabs being for fastening of the article on the body of a person, the method comprising 
the steps of; 

providing a first tape section forming a proximaJ end portion and a second tape 
section forming a dis^ end portion of said clostire tape tab; 

connectmf said first and second ts^e: s«sctic>ns by means of an inner tab portion,

25. (original) The meOiod of claim 21, wherein the connection between said inner tob portion 
and said proximal and distal end portions is made by ultrasonic welding, cold or thenno 
pressm-e bonding, or adhesive bonding, or by any combination of welding/'bonding 
methods.
